out of your pay check, but Victor

Shreveport Times says the 
percentage of wages spent on 
food today is the lowest in years. 


Not much comfort in that for 


housewives battling H.C.L., but 
Lawrence comes up with these 
figures: 


In 1930 food took 24 per cent of 


income. 


In 1940 the percentage dropped 


to 22. 


By 1962 food's cost was down to 


20 per cent. 


And today it requires only 16.2

Second Biggest Troop 
Cut of War by U.S. 


Major Storm 


Shaping

A major late-winter storm 


was taking shape this first day 
of March, after record-breaking 
warmth had ushered out Febru- 
ary in much of the nation. 


The mercury soared well into 


the 80s from Southwest Texas 
to extreme Southern Nebraska 
Tuesday afternoon, and read- 


SAIGON (AP) - The U.S 


Command announced the sec- 
ond biggest troop cut of the 
Vietnam war today, leaving 
fewer 
than 
10,000 American 


combat infantrymen and artil- 
lerymen in the Saigon, Cam 
Ranh Bay and Da Nang re- 
gions. 


Among the units included in 


the 4,940-man reduction was the 
2nd Squadron of the llth Ar- 
mored Cavalry Regiment. The 
night before one of its 1,060 
men was killed and five were 
wounded in a clash 24 miles 
northeast of Saigon. 


The other big unit was the 


5th Battalion, 42nd Artillery, 
whose authorized strength was 
600 men. 


In all, 32 Army units and one 


small Air Force detachment 
were phased out. 


The U.S. Command said it 


was the largest single reduction 
since last July 1, when 6,095 
troops were pared. The cut- 
backs today reduced total U.S. 
strength in Vietnam to fewer 
than 120,000 men from a peak 


of 543,000 in April 1969. 


President Nixon has ordered 


this force cut to 69,000 by May 
1. 


The clash in which the ar- 


mored cavalry squadron suf- 
fered its casualties was one of 
three fought Tuesday by units 
from the 1st Air Cavalry Divi- 
sion in the Saigon region. 


Two fights flared after an 


American patrol detected an 
enemy squad moving toward 
night campsites near fire bases 
Gibraltar and Fiddler's Green, 
a U.S. spokesman said. 


The U.S. troops engaged the 


approaching enemy and called 
in rocket-firing helicopters for 
support, he said. One American 
and one enemy soldier were 
killed and five Americans were 
wounded, the spokesman re- 
ported. 


The third fight broke out 


about 40 miles east of Saigon in 
Long Khanh Province. 


"Our guys were on patrol, 


spotted some enemy in the 
jungle and tried to set up a 
hasty ambush," said a military 


source. "Shots were exchanged. 
They fired B40s (rockets) and 
three of our guys were hit." 


The Americans reiorted kill- 


ing one enemy soldier. 


To the north, U.S. B52 bomb- 


ers continued pounding North 
Vietnamese base camps south- 
west of Da Nang and in the 
central highlands northwest of 
Kontum. 


The South Vietnamese com- 


mand claimed the number of 
enemy killed rose to 99 in two 
days of ground fighting south of 
Da Nang and north of Hue. Its 
own losses, the command said, 
were 11 men wounded. 


Along the central coast in 


Binh Dinh Province, South Viet- 
namese forces reported killing 
11 enemy soldiers in scattered

Israel Planes Strafe Guerrilla Bases

TEL AVIV (AP) — Israeli 


forces crossed the border to at- 
tack today for the fifth day in 
less than a week as fighter- 
bombers strafed and bombed 
Arab guerrilla camps in the 
desert of southern Syria. 


The Syrian army placed the 


assault 60 miles south of the 
capital of Damascus and said 
three guerrillas and two Syr- 
ians were killed. 


The air and artillery assault 


was a reprisal attack against 
guerrillas based in Syria who 
had fired at Israeli positions in 
the occupied Golan Heights 13 
times in the past four days, the 
Israelis said. 


The Israeli military com- 


mand said all planes returned 
safely, despite Arab claims of 
intensive antiaircraft fire. Sev- 
en Arab guerrilla centers came 
under fire, a military spokes- 


man said. 


Israel accused 
the 
Syrian 


government of supporting and 
encouraging the guerrillas. 


The attack into Syria—the 


first since Jan. 24—came after 
four days of Israeli operations 
against Arab guerrillas in 
southeast 
Lebanon.

eration, which ended Monday. 


Today's raids appeared to 


have the same aim as the at- 
tacks into Lebanon—to break 
up guerrilla concentrations and 
to force the Arab government 
to clamp down on guerrilla op- 
erations.

Supreme Court today held the 
Federal Trade Commission has 
broad powers to protect con- 
sumers from unfair or decep- 
tive acts by merchandisers. 


In a 7 to 0 decision involving

limit the regulatory agency to 
simply policing specific anti- 
trust violations. 


Justice Byron R. White said 


the FTC may take into account 
"public values beyond simply 
those enshrined in the letter or 
encompassed in the spirit of the 
antitrust laws." 


At the same time, however, 


the court did not uphold FTC 
charges against the Sperry & 
Hutchinson Co., a manufacturer 
of S&H Green Stamps and the 
leader in the trading stamp in- 
dustry.

tract a living reality," the Mex- 
ican-American farm labor or- 
ganizer said Tuesday after an- 
nouncing the signing of the new 
pact with Coca-Cola's Minute 
Maid Corp. 


"If you don't help other work- 


ers to organize, it will place 
Coke at 
a tremendous dis- 


advantage and it will be like 
killing the goose that laid the 
golden egg," Chavez told fol- 
lowers and new union mem- 
bers. 


The new contract between 


Minute 
Maid 
and 
Chavez' 


United Farm Workers Organ- 
izing Committee marks 
the 


first time in Florida that a 
grower had recognized a union 
as bargaining agent for field 
workers. 


The three-year agreement 


carries an affective date of 
Jan. 3, 1972, and wage in- 
creases and some other bene- 
fits would be retroactive to that 
date, Chavez said. 


The pact came under fire 


from the Citrus Industrial 
Council as "an absentee-type 
contract 
between 
a con- 


glomerate-type 
of 
company 


with a lot of other interests be- 
sides citrus." 


Council President Fred Ad- 


kinson said, "I doubt it will be 
a guideline for either harvest- 
ing hands or harvesting com- 
panies." 


The comments indicated that 


UFWO organizers seeking fur- 


ther contracts for the state's 
estimated 150,000 migrant and 
seasonal workers would meet 
strong opposition from the cit- 
rus industry. 


Cesar's cousin Manuel has 


been organizing field laborers 
in the citrus, vegetable and 
sugar 
industries in 
Florida 


since last July. 


The Chavez cousins founded 


the AFI^CIO union after years 
of strikes and boycotts in Cali- 
fornia 
vineyards, 
vegetable 


farms and fruit orchards. 


"We are here to stay and to 


organize," Cesar Chavez said. 


"We only hope that other 


companies follow their (Coca- 
Cola's) lead and we don't have 
to get into the type of situation 


that we did in California." 


The agreement covers 300 


full-time and an estimated 900 
seasonally employed agricul- 
tural employes at Minute Maid 
fields. 


Minimum hourly salaries for 


full-lime workers will go from 
$1.80 to $2.25 and maximums 
from $2.25 to $3.70. Seasonal 
employes will receive lesser in- 
creases in wages and piece- 
work rates. 


The contract also provides

awakened her and when she an- 
swered the knock a man asked, 
"Is Mack home?" 


Another man was leaning on 


the Howell auto in front of the 
house, Mrs Howell said. 


When her husband went to 


the door, she testified, the man 
said, "Step around the corner." 


Later, concerned about her 


husband's lengthening absence, 
she went out to look for him, 
but found no trace of him, she 
said. 


Mrs. Howell said that while 


looking for her husband, she 
heard three "loud pops" that 
sounded 
like 
someone 
was 


"clapping boards together." 


She returned home, tried to 


uae her telephone, but the line 
was dead, she said. The tele- 
phone wires outside the house 
had been cut, she testified. 


Charles Ashley of West Mem- 


phis testified that he found 
Howell's body while walking to 
work about 7:30 a.m. 


Pros. Atty. Gerald Pearson of 


Jonesboro told the jury in his 
opening statement that the evi- 
dence would show that Howell's 
death was a "brutal and merci- 
less" slaying that would "de- 
serve, cry out for and demand 
the supreme punishment."

OKLAHOMA CITY (AP) - 


The Daily Oklahoman reported 
today that police officials of Ar- 
kansas and Oklahoma 
are 


huddling in a two-state probe of 
criminal activities. 


The newspaper said the probe 


included reports of crime "so- 
cieties" 
in 
the 
two 
states 


swapping killers, arsonists and 
others connected with violence. 


The investigation was un- 


veiled Tuesday as Oklahoma of- 
ficers flew to Little Rock for an 
intelligence conference. Okla- 
homa Bureau of Investigation 
agents met with teams of state 
and local Arkansas investiga- 
tors. 


The coordinated effort is an 


apparent outgrowth of a raid 
earlier this month on an Ar- 
buckle 
Mountains hideaway, 


the Cedarvale Club, described 
by police as a hub of regional 
criminal activities. 


One of those who participated 


in the raid, Dist. Atty. James 
A. Clark of Ardmore, said the 
target of the current probe will 
be the power structure of or- 
ganized crime. 


"It is obvious from the com- 


plexity of this whole thing that 
the criminal element in the 
area is a two-state operation," 
he said. 


Dossiers on suspected mem- 


bers of the two-state criminal 
family were submitted by Little 
Rock Criminal Prosecutor John 
Jacobs 
during 
Tuesday's 


lengthy meeting. 


Oklahoma Bureau of Investi- 


gation agents asked the Ar- 
kansas officials for help in find- 
ing two persons sought as ma- 
terial witnesses in Oklahoma 
crime investigations, 
particu- 


larly in connection with the Ce- 


darvale Club. 


Jacobs said that he has evi- 


dence that criminal cells are in 
existence in Oklahoma City, At- 
lanta. Ga.. and Houston, Tex. 
He said mar.y of them are ap- 
parently tied closely with the 
activities of the so-called Dixie 
Mafia. A natural triangle, he 
said, exists for cell operations 
from Dallas to Tulsa and then 
to Little Rock and New Or- 
leans. 


Trigger men, bombers and 


other criminals, he said, "are 
keeping the roads hot" between 
Oklahoma and Arkansas and 
that much of the traffic is that 
of "crime messengers going 
from Little Rock to Tulsa." 


Other information exchanged 


Tuesday indicated the cells, 
which label themselves as "so- 
cieties" are doing a multi-mil- 
lion dollar business in burglar- 
ies, stolen goods, stolen credit 
cards, counterfitting, murder 
and bombing. 


Pulaski County district attor- 


ney's office files show evidence 
that some Oklahoma 
grand 


jury witnesses may have died 
as the result of plotting by 
society leaders in Little Rock. 


Jacobs said he had evidence 


a Sept. 22, 1968, bombing of the 
Starlight Supper Club in North 
Little Rock was planned by an 
Oklahoma society. 


The Starlight was owned by 


Arthur Issac Hale, 43. Hale was 
manager of the Cedarvale. 


The Little Rock prosecutor 


said that the late Aries Delbert 
Self signed a statement saying 
that he was in on the Starlight 
bombing, that he stood lookout 
while others inside debated 
whether to use gaaoline or 
dynamite to set off the ex- 


plosion. 


After testifying before a Tul- 


sa County grand jury, Self was 
found slain in his Tulsa apart- 
ment. Thomas lister Pugh has 
been charged with murder in 
Ihe Self slaying. 


Jacobs said Pugh had been 


charged in the Starlight bomb- 
ing, but that the charge was 
dismissed after Self died. 


An 
Arkansas State 
Police 


captain, said it was known that 
many eastern Oklahomans im- 
plicated in various crimes had 
made frequent visits to Little 
Rock and Texarkana and that 
secret meetings were staged to 
plan criminal activities. 


He said that while their activ- 


Hies stretched through many 
southern states many of the 
lieutenants were "calling the 
shots" from hideouts in both 
Arkansas and Oklahoma. 
; 


The Arkansas district attor- 


ney's dossier listed more than 
50 names, but officers said that 
the group probably numbered 
more than 300.

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Capital Bombing Still Unsolved

WASHINGTON (AP) — It 


was 1:32 on the morning of 
March 
1, 
1971, and 
the 


anonymous caller who said a 
bomb would explode inside the 
U.S. Capitol in exactly 30 min- 
utes had his facts straight. 


One year after that pulveriz- 


ing blast, a $100,000 reward 
posted by Congress is still un- 
claimed and a long tangle of in- 
vestigations, grand jury hear- 
ings and other court actions 
has yet to come to fruition. 


The 
Capitol police 
force, 


thanks to an all-out recruiting 
drive, is now at its highest lev- 
el in history. Plans are moving 
to install an elaborate |3-mil- 
lion surveillance net manned 
with 100 television cameras to 
watch silently over the home of 
the United States Congress. 


The bomb had been laid care- 


fully behind a false wall in a 
little-used restroom next to the 
senatorial barbershop. 


The blast 
demolished 
the 


washroom, cracked and peeled 
the walls of nearby corridors 
and knocked out part of a 
stained-glass portrait of George 
Washington in 
the 
senators' 


dining room hundreds of feet 
away. 


The call that heralded the 


blast was recorded in routine 
fashion. 
"This building 
will 


blow up in 30 minutes," 
the 


caller said. "You will get many 
calls like this but this one is 
real. Evacuate the building. 
This is in protest of the Nixon 
involvement in Laos." 


There are virtually no visible 


scars remaining to point out to 
the hundreds of 
tourists 
who 


daily pass the explosion site in 
the Capitol's central corridor. 


Repairs were finished several 


months ago at a cost of some- 
thing less than $200,000. 


Police at the Capitol's many 


doors have become somewhat 
less anxious about checking the 
contents of every lunch sack. 
But security is generally far 
tighter than a year ago.

Says Contracts 
Unenforceable 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) — All of 


the contracts between the state 
and a Houston, Tex., consulting 
firm are "unenforceable" be- 
cause of conflict of interest on 
the part of four present and 
former 
officials who owned 


stock in the firm, according to 
a report made public Tuesday 
by Atty. Gen. Ray Thornton. 


Thornton said, however, that 


it appeared that the state "suf- 
fered no financial injury" and 
had received goods and serv- 
ices for its money. 


Therefore, if the state acted 


to recover the amounts spent 
on the contracts, which Thorn- 
ton did not recommend, Inter- 
lock, Inc., the firm, also would 
be allowed to recover "the rea- 
sonable value of the goods and 
services it furnished the state." 


Thornton 
pointed out 
that 


three contracts were still in ef- 
fect and that "such contracts 
were into at a time when a con- 
flict of interest existed." 


"This will require a contin- 


uing evaluation by appropriate 
state 
officers 
to 
determine 


which regard to these con- 
tracts, whether the state has 
received full value in terms of 
goods and services for dollars 
spent," Thornton said. 


It was reported last Dec. 24 


that four present and former 
state officials involved in law 
enforcement 
and 
corrections 


had owned stock in Interlock. 


They were John H. Hickey, 


former director of the state 
Commission on Crime and Law

Recalling them, leaders in 


other nations of Asia may en-

givings about what went on 
between 
Chou and President 


Nixon. 


Back in Washington after his 


meetings with Chou and Mao 
Tse-tung, the President report- 
ed that he agreed with the Pe- 
king leaders on "some rules of 
international conduct which will 
reduce the risk of confrontation 
in Asia and the Pacific." 


The two pledged themselves 


to "conduct their relations on 
the principles of respect for 


sovereignty and territorial in- 
tegrity of all states, nonaggres- 
sion against other states, nonin- 
terference in the internal af- 
fairs of other states, equality 
and mutual benefit and peace- 
ful coexistence." 


Those are, word for word, the 


same "five principles of coex- 
istence" that were much in the 
news 17 years ago when Chou 
represented China at an Asian- 
African conference in Bandung, 
Indonesia. Chou was a chief ad- 
vocate there of the five prin- 
ciples. 


Only a short time before the 


Bandung meeting, Chou had 
met in India with Prime Minis- 
ter Jawaharlal Nehru. Both en- 
dorsed those same "five prin- 
ciples of peaceful coexistence."

the 


United States was a colonialist 
menace to Asia. That was sev- 
en or eight years before China 
and India went to war over 
their border dispute. Their rela- 
tions remain bad to this day.

to Pressure on Busing

New York Mayor John V. 


Lindsay says three of his oppo- 
nents for the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination caved in to 
political pressure in voting for 
a compromise antibusing meas- 
ure in the Senate Tuesday. 


The three—Sens. Edmund S. 


Muskie of Maine, Hubert H. 
Humphrey of Minnesota 
and 


George McGovern of South Da- 
kota—interrupted 
their cam- 


paigns to return to Washington 
and cast decisive votes against 
an antibusing amendment that 
would strip federal courts of 
power to issue busing orders in 
school desegregation cases. 


The amendment to the higher 


education-school 
desegregation 


bill had been adopted Friday 43 
to 40 with all five of the Sen- 
ate's 
presidential contenders 


absent, but it was defeated 50 
to 47 on reconsideration Tues- 
day. 


Muskie, 
Humphrey 
and 


McGovern then voted for a 
compromise amendment of- 
fered by the Senate leadership 


to give local school officials 
more 
authority 
in 
deciding 


whether to adopt school busing 
plans. That measure passed 63 
to 34. 


Lindsay, an outspoken sup- 


porter of busing to desegregate 
schools, said in Miami Tuesday 
night: 


"The liberal leadership of the 


Senate caved in. I regard this 
as one of the saddest moments 
of the campaign, that liberal 
senators—including 
Muskie, 


McGovem and Humphrey—will 
bend in this fashion. 


"This is a time to stand up 


and be counted regardless of 
the political consequences. The 
Senate here has run for cover 
under pressure from (Alabama 
Gov.) George Wallace." 


Two Democratic presidential 


candidates were among only 
three senators who missed the 
voting Tuesday. 


Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 


Washington, 
claiming 
the 


strong antibusing amendment 
was unconstitutional 
and the 


compromise ineffective, contin- 
ued his Florida primary cam- 


paign. S«. Vance Hartke, In- 
diana, campaigning In New 
Hampshire, called the busing 
issue "a complete phony" and 
said he wouldn't be nulled off a 
campaign to change the course 
of the nation "by some sub- 
sidiary issue." 


In another political develop- 


ment, the deadline for entering 
the June 6 New Mexico presi- 
dential primary passed with six 
Democrats and two Republi- 
cans formally entered and 
reports 
that 
Lindsay's 


declaration of candidacy was in 
the mail. 


New 
Mexico Secretary of 


State Betty Fiorina said she 
had received declarations from 
Democratic Sens. Humphrey, 
Jackson, McGovern and Mus- 
kie, Rep. Shirley Chisholm of 
New York and Gov. Wallace. 
The two Republicans entered 
are President Nixon and Rep. 
Paul N. McCloskey Jr. of Cali- 
fornia. 


Tuesday was the deadline for 


previously named contenders to 
withdraw from the April 4 Wis- 
consin primary ballot.
